To coNTINVE our précie of atid remarks 
upon the’ proposed Spirit Farm, The 
next twenty-two sections (XXV. to 
XLVL) refer to Publio Houses, Adjunct 
Licenses, and Spirit Shops, » Concerning 
public-houses and the granting of. licen- 
ses for the same, much of the old Public 
House Ordinance (11 of 1844) has been 
incorporated. Ten days’ notice shall be 
given to the Police Magistrates by each 
applicant for a license, and the applica- 
cation shall be considered and decided 
upon, a8 before, by the Magistrates and 
Justices at o ‘meeting called for that 
purpose, Certificates thus supplied to 
successful applicants must be lodged in 
the Spirit Farm Office, together with the 
8300 licensefee, within fourteen days 
from the day on which such is granted, 
Similar rectriotions to those imposed on 
publio-house keepers by the old ordinance 
are here reimposed=as to the keeping of 
their-houses, the powers of executors or 
trustees to hold a. license for a certain 
time, removal to other premises, sign- 
boards, latrines, do, The penalties for 
offences of forfeiture of recognisances and 
(on‘a third conviction) revocation of 
license, under the old law. are here 
domewhet modified; and under fect, 
XXXVI “it shall be lawful for the 
Police Magistrate to order, on the se 
cond oonviction, that any- fine im:
